Walter S. (Pete) Harsh, 31, Ohio 
Edison Co. lineman and 
former 
widely known Salem High school 
athlete, was instantly killed shortly 
bt lore noon yesterday when his 
hand came in contact with a pri­ 
mary power 
line, 
carrying 
4,600 
volts, on a pole a 
mile 
north of 
Unity on the Unity-Petersburg road. 
Harsh and four other members 
of an Ohio Edison crew in charge 
of William Helm of Salem, were 
engaged in 
transferring 
primary’ 
ji facilities from an old pole to a new 
pole. 
William Brunk, of Salem R. D„ 
working on the old pole and 
Harsh on the new pole. The two 
poles were oarely more than eight 
indies apart.. 
Applying Insulation 
Harsh was completing prepara­ 
tions for the transfer of the high 
voltage wires to the new poles when 
the accident occurred. He was cov­ 
ering one of the 4,6CO-volt wires 
with a protective rubber insulation, 
in order to avoid being hit by the 
mrrent in event he inadvertantly 
lifted his head and bumped into 
the wire. 
He slumped suddenly against the 
pole and slid down a few feet, a 
direct fall being prevented by his 
safety belt. 
Within three minutes, hts crew 
mates had him on the ground ap­ 
plying resuscitation remedies. Fire 
Chief V L. Malloy of Salem 
re­ 
sponded with a lungmotor and an­ 
other .similar device was sent to the 
scene from East Palestine. Medical 
aid also was summoned from East 
Palestine. 
The group worked over Harsh un­ 
til 3 o’clock before admitting fail­ 
ure. Five tanks of oxygen were ured.

Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox, unshaven and obviously deeply 
concerned, to d newsmen th at “at that depth it is impossible for diver# 
to conduct salvage operations so far rh we now know,’’
